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Athenian  Tetradrachms  from  the 
Halmyros  Hoard  in  Southern 
Thessaly 

In  the  late  part  of  1929  two  peasants 
were  walking  along  a stream  in  the  moun- 
tainous district  of  Halmyros  in  Southern 
Thessaly.  The  freshets  had  washed  away 
the  banks  in  places,  revealing  age-old  layers 
of  earth  and  rock.  The  sharp  eyes  of  one 
spied  two  jars  near  the  edge  of  the  water. 
Such  an  experience  was  not  unusual  to  him 
for  ancient  relics  are  often  unearthed  in  that 
part  of  the  world.  Together  they  lifted  the 
jars  to  firm  dry  ground.  One  was  of  bronze 
and  the  other  of  terra  cotta  They  were 
heavy,  much  heavier  than  would  be  ordinary 
jars  filled  with  earth  and  debris.  Upon 
opening  them  they  found  gold  jewelry  and 
silver  coins.  Overnight  the  two  peasants 
became  the  envy  of  their  fellow  citizens. 

' It  was  rumoured  that  gold  bars  were  also 
found  in  the  jars  but  this  cannot  be  veri- 
fied. The  jewelry  was  sold  in  Paris  several 
years  ago  and  brought  a handsome  return. 
The  coins,  969  in  all,  were  taken  to  a 
nearby  museum  to  be  examined.  They  were 
all  silver  tetradrachms  of  Athens  and  were 
probably  buried  just  before  the  time  of 
Mithradates  the  Great,  around  B.  C.  90,  as 
F none  of  them  were  issued  after  that  date. 


charge  of  the  coinage,  and  sometimes  of  a 
third  who  apparently  held  a more  honorary 
position  in  the  government  of  the  city.  On 
the  amphora  is  a numeral  indicating  the 
month  in  which  the  coin  was  struck,  and 
each  different  month  shows  a different  mag- 
istrate’s name.  In  the  right  field  is  a 
symbol  that  also  changed  at  the  time  the 
third  magistrate’s  name  appeared. 

The  traditional  date  of  these  coins  is 
from  B.  C.  229  to  the  time  of  the  Roman 
Emperor  Augustus,  but  recent  studies  indi- 
cate that  the  coinage  did  not  begin  quite 
that  early.

On  one  side  the  coins  show  the  head  of 
Athena  Parthenos  in  an  Attic  helmet  with 
|a  triple  crest.  In  front  it  is  adorned  with 
Hhe  foreparts  of  horses,  on  the  side  with  a 
griffin  or  Pegasos  and  on  the  back  a scroll. 

On  the  reverse,  surrounded  by  an  olive 
iJwreath  is  the  old  familiar  owl  of  Athens 
joerched  on  an  amphora,  (a  two-handled 
■ ong-necked  vessel).  In  the  field  are  the 
names  of  two  magistrates  who  were  in

Payable  in  Gold 


Peru,  after  the  manner  of  several  Euro- 
pean countries,  has  recently  issued  a token 
coinage.  This  is  undoubtedly  an  issue  of 
the  Government,  brought  out  under  the 
name  of  the  Central  Reserve  Bank.  The 
coin  is  of  an  alloy,  probably  aluminum 
bronze.  The  Peruvian  Arms  appear  on  the 
obverse,  within  a wreath,  and  on  the  re- 
verse “El  Banco  Central  de  Reserva  del 
Peru,  1935’’:  around  outer  circle.  Inner 
circle:  “Pay  the  Bearer  gold  sol”,  in 
Spanish.  Mint  condition  35  cents. 
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Bronze  Medal  of  Lafayette 
Struck  in  Memory  of 
His  Visit  to  America,  1824 

When  Lafayette  visited  America  in  1824- 
25,  an  important  series  of  medals  were 
struck  to  commemorate  the  event.  One  of 
the  most  handsome  is  a large  bronze  struck 
in  France  by  Caunois.  It  shows  a mature 
bust  of  the  General  facing  right.  On  the 
reverse  is  the  inscription  THE  DEFENDER 
OF  AMETSCAN  AND  FRENCH  LIBERTY. 
1777-1824  BORN  IN  CHAVANIAC  THE 
6 SEPTEMBER  1757. 

The  part  that  Lafayette  played  in  both 
the  American  and  French  Revolutions  is  too 
well  known  to  dwell  upon.  No  citizen  of 
a foreign  country  has  ever  had  so  many  and 
such  warm  admirers  in  America.  In  this 
country  seven  counties,  twenty-seven  towns, 
a mountain,  a national  park,  and  a river,  as 
well  as  a college  have  been  named  after  him.

Among  the  interesting  coins  of  Mediaeval 
times  are  the  silver  deniers  coined  at  Ma- 
guelonne,  a Visigothic  town  in  the  south 
of  France.  The  town  became  the  seat  of  a 
Bishopric  in  the  6th  century  A.  D.,  was 
destroyed  in  737  and  rebuilt  in  the  11th 
century.  In  1536  the  Bishopric  was  trans- 
ferred to  nearby  Montpellier,  and  today 
Maguelonne  is  a mere  village 

The  coins  issued  there  had  a wide  cir- 
culation, and  are  usually  of  the  same  type.

Silver  Peseta  of  1933  The  First  Coin 
of  the  Spanish  Republic 

This  coin  is  patterned  after  the  silver 
coins  of  the  Provisional  Government  of 
1868-1869.  An  unusual  feature  of  this 
coin  is  the  double  dating.  On  the  two  six- 
pointed  stars  on  either  side  of  the  date  are 


inscribed  a 3 and  a 4.  This  indicates  that, 
though  bearing  the  large  date  1933  they 
were  not  struck  until  the  following  vear. 
The  figures  on  the  stars  requ're  the  aid  of 
a magnifying  glass  to  be  seen.

Geoffrey,  Father  of  the  English  King 
Henry  II 


One  of  the  most  popular  of  early  European 
rulers  was  Geoffrey  Plantagenet,  or  Geoffrey 
the  Handsome,  as  he  was  usually  called.  In 
1199  he  became  Count  of  Anjou,  a French 
territory.  He  married  Matilda,  the  daughter 
of  Henry  I of  England,  and  their  son  Henry 
was  the  first  of  eight  English  Kings  belong- 
ing to  House  of  Anjou.  Geoffrey  died  in 
1151,  leaving  his  titles  to  his  son  Henry  who 
became  ruler  of  England  upon  the  death  of 
his  brother  Stephen  in  1 1 54. 

Coins  of  Geoffrey  are  of  the  usual  quality 
of  that  period  being  thin  and  poorly  struck. 
On  the  obverse  they  have  (usually  abbre- 
viated) COSFRIDAS.  COIS,  a cross,  and  the 
Creek  letters  a'pha  and  omega.  On  the 
reverse  is  the  legend  VRBS  AIDEOAV,  and 
a monogram.

Henry  II  King  of  England 
From  1154  to  1189 

Henry  II,  born  at  Le  Mans,  France  om 
March  25,  1133  was  the  son  of  Geoffrey, 
Plantagenet,  Count  of  Anjou,  and  Matilda,, 
daughter  of  Henry  I.  He  became  King  of^ 
England  when  Stephen  died  in  1 1 54.  Be- 
fore his  accession  he  had  already  becomq 
ruler  of  Normandy  and  Anjou,  and  by  his; 
marriage  in  1152  with  Eleanor  of  .Aquitaine 
became  ruler  of  that  great  duchy. 

The  reign  of  Henry  II  was  outstanding  ir 
many  respects.  While  it  is  true  he  hac 
many  faults,  he  had  a high  sense  of  respon-  - 
sibilities  and  a strong  love  of  justice.  Th«:i 
looseness  of  his  personal  morals  did  noi 
interfere  with  the  respect  and  friendship; 
shown  him  by  the  most  upright  of  the  Eng- 
lish clergy. 

He  did  much  to  increase  the  popularity  o 
the  royal  courts  and  laid  the  foundation  fo 
the  “common  law”  as  it  now  exists. 

The  coins  of  Henry  II  are  of  poor  design 
mostly  crudely  struck  and  often  illegible: 
They  are  divided  into  two  groups.  First  th 
“Tealby”  type,  which  receives  its  name  frorr 
a large  hoard  of  such  coins  found  at  Tealb 
in  the  1 9th  century. 


The  second  type,  known  as  the  “shonj 
cross’’  type,  were  coined  after  1 1 80.  Theaj 
latter  coins  were  made  by  Philip  Aimery, 
Frenchman  who  Hcr.ry  placed  in  charge  o| 
the  mints.  The  name  Philip  often  appeal 
on  the  reverse  of  these  coins. 

This  coinage  was  copied  by  the  three  foil 
lowing  sovereigns,  two  of  whom  had  differ-! 
ent  names,  but  who  continued  to  use  tH| 
title  HENRICUS  REX  on  the  coins

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Cun  Money  of  Ireland 
Struck  by  King  James  II 

These  historical  pieces  were  struck  by 
King  James  II  in  1689  and  1690,  during  the 
war  to  regain  the  throne  of  England  from 
which  he  had  been  driven  by  his  son-in-law, 
William  of  Orange.  The  lack  of  funds  was 
a serious  obstacle  and  during  the  struggle 
King  James  issued  his  well  known  gun 
money. 

It  is  properly  a token  coinage,  for  while 
the  coins  represent  crowns,  half-crowns, 
shillings  and  sixpences  in  value,  the  metal 
was  obtained  by  melting  brass  and  old  can- 
non together.

The  crown  shows  the  king  on  horseback, 
riding  to  left,  with  drawn  sword,  and  the 
legend  JAC.  II.  DEI.  CRA.  MAC.  FRA.  ET. 
HIB.  REX.  On  the  reverse  are  the  national 
arms  on  four  crowned  shields  placed  cross- 
wise, with  a crown  in  the  centre.  The 
legend  reads:  CHRISTO  VICTORE  TRIVUM- 
PHO.  In  the  angles  of  the  shields  is  the 
date,  Ano.  Dorn.  1690. 


Shilling 

The  half-crowns  have  on  the  obverse  the 
king’s  bu:t  to  left,  and  the  legend  JACOBUS 
II  DEI.  GRATIA.  On  the  reverse  are  two 
sceptres  saltire  through  a crown;  the  de- 
nomination XXX  (thirty-pence)  in  the 
upper  angle  of  the  sceptre,  and  the  month 


of  issue  in  the  lower  one.  The  legend,  con- 
tinued from  the  obverse,  reads:  MAC.  BR^ 
FRA.  ET.  HIB.  REX.,  1689. 

To  form  a complete  collection  of  all  the 
dates  and  denominations  is  not  an  easy  task. 
Half-crowns  were  issued  each  month  from 
1 689  to  October  1 690,  with  the  exception 
of  June,  1689,  and  September,  1690. 

Shillings  with  XII  in  place  of  XXX,  were 
issued  each  month  from  June,  1689  to  Sep- 
tember, 1690,  with  the  exceptions  of  July 
and  October,  1 690. 

Sixpences  were  issued  from  June,  1689  to 
February,  1 689,  except  during  the  month  of 
October.

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Chop-marked  Silver  Coins 
From  Circulation  in  China 

Spanish-American  eight-reaies  and  Mexi- 
can silver  pesos  have  long  been  popular  in 
China.  Each  time  a banker  or  merchant 
handles  one  of  these  coins  he  stamips  it  with 


a small  character  known  as  a “chopmark.” 
This  is  his  guarantee  that  the  coin  is  of  good 
silver  and  full  weight.  Though  today  silver 
is  no  longer  in  official  circulation  in  China, 
these  pieces  will  occasionally  be  found  cir- 
culating in  the  more  remote  districts. 

A missionary  recently  returning  from  the 
Province  of  Anhwei  brought  us  40  of  these 
chop-marked  silver  eight-reaies  pieces.  They 
are  dated  mostly  around  1 800  and  show  the 
portraits  of  King  Charles  (III  or  Ferdinand 
VI i of  Spain.  These  coins  were  taken  from 
circulation  and  show  considerable  signs  of 
wear.  All  of  them  bear  a varietv  of  inter- 
esting chop-marks.  Incidentally,  the  more 
chop-marks  one  of  those  coins  shows,  the 
more  highly  prized  it  is  by  the  Chinese.

In  place  of  the  word 
PRIMO,  (meaning  first  year),  SECUNDO, 
TERTIO,  etc.,  will  be  found  to  indicate  other 
years.  PRIMO  is  to  be  found  on  the  lettered 
edge  coins  of  1 689. 


The  silver  half  crown  was  the  only  coin 
issued  in  1689  and  1690,  and  there  are 
three  main  types  of  this  denomination.  We 
can  offer  the  first  type,  as  illustrated,  which 
was  designed  by  the  famous  engraver  John 
Roettier.  These  coins  are  all  dated  1689, 
and  are  in  fine  condition.

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Henry  VI  King  of  England 
From  1422  fo  1461 

Henry  VI  was  the  only  con  of  Henry  V 
and  Catherine  of  Valois.  He  was  born  at 
Windsor  on  December  6,  1421,  and  when 
his  father  died  the  following  year,  was  de- 
clared King  of  England.  After  the  death 
of  his  grandfather,  Charles  VI  of  France, 
Henry  was  crowned  King  of  France  on 
December  1 6,  1 430. 


During  his  childhood  the  affairs  of  the 
nation  were  managed  by  a council  of  twenty, 
with  the  Duke  of  Gloucester  at  its  head. 
Henry  V had  directed  Richard  Beauchamp, 
the  Earl  of  Warwick  to  train  his  son  for 
Kingly  duties.  He  began  this  task  when 
Henry  was  seven  years  of  age  and  although 
he  succeeded  in  teaching  him  to  act  like  a 
refined  gentleman,  he  cou'd  not  teach  him 
kingship.  Until  his  death  in  1471  Henry 
was  the  most  hapless  of  monarchs.  He 
might  have  made  a good  ruler  during  quiet 
times  for  he  was  honest  and  well  meaning. 
One  of  the  outstanding  incidents  during  his 
reign  was  the  defeat  of  his  soldiers  at  Or- 
lean,  France,  by  the  French  forces  led  by 
Joan  of  Arc.  Two  years  later  Joan  of  Arc 
was  taken  prisoner  by  the  English  and  was 
burned  by  them  at  Rouen.  From  then  on 
the  English  power  in  France  gradually  de- 
clined, and  in  1451  they  had  lost  all  their 
French  possessions  excepting  Calais 

Then  difficulties  arose  at  home.  The  Duke 
of  Gloucester  and  Cardinal  Beaufort,  the  two 
most  powerful  friends  of  the  House  of  Lan- 
caster, died.  Richard,  the  Duke  of  York, 
who  was  really  the  rightful  heir  to  the  throne 
demanded  that  he  be  recognized  as  King. 
But  at  a bloody  battle  at  Wakefield  Green 
the  Duke  was  slain  and  his  son  Edward  re- 


newed the  claims.  Finally,  in  1461,  Henry 
was  deposed  and  Edward  declared  lawful 
king. 

In  1471  Henry  made  a successful  attempt 
to  seize  the  throne,  and  ruled  for  a few 
months.  He  was  finally  imprisoned  in  the 
Tower  where  he  was  murdered  by  the  Duke 
of  Gloucester. 

The  coins  existing  of  Henry  VI  are  quite 
varied  and  numerous.  He  struck  both  gold 
and  silver,  the  latter  being  more  common. 
We  offer  silver  groats,  as  illustrated,  from 
the  Calais  mint,  in  fine  condition  $2.00 
each.

Augustus  the  Great 
First  Roman  Emperor 

Caius  Octavius  Coepius,  after\A/ards  sur- 
named  Augustus,  was  the  son  of  the  Praetor 
C.  Octavius  Rufus  and  of  Atia,  niece  of 
Julius  Caesar.  He  was  born  at  Velitri  Vol- 
scorum  in  October.  63  years  before  Christ, 
under  the  Consulship  of  Cicero.  When  he 
was  four  years  old  he  lost  his  father,  and 
Julius  Caesar,  of  whom  he  was  a great 
favorite,  became  his  guardian.  From  early 
youth,  until  he  became  sole  emperor  in  B. 
C.  29,  Augustus  engaged  almost  continu- 
ally in  wars  with  his  colleagues  and  rivals. 
Despite  the  faults  and  crimes  of  his  early 
manhood,  Augustus  remains  one  of  the  out- 
standing characters  of  history.  He  was 
not  merely  an  astute  and  successful  in- 
triguer, but  a statesman  who  conceived  and 
carried  through  a scheme  of  political  re- 
construction that  secured  peace  and  tran- 
quility and  preserved  civilization  for  more 
than  two  centuries. 

Towards  the  end  of  his  life,  Augustus 
endured  much  sorrow  because  of  the  death 
of  his  closest  relatives  and  friends.  He  died 
at  the  age  of  76  in  the  year  1 4 A.  D. 

The  coins  of  Augustus  are  varied  and 
numerous.  On  the  earliest  of  them  we 


read  the  title  III  VIR,  but  on  those  of  later 
date,  we  find  such  titles  as  CAIVS  CAESAR,

Among  the  curious  coins  of  the  20th 
century  is  the  rupee  that  China  issued  for 
circulation  in  Thibet.  The  most  popular 
coin  there  at  that  time  was  the  Indian 
rupee  bearing  the  portrait  of  Queen  Victoria 
To  compete  with  this  coin,  the  Chinese 
produced  one  almost  identical  in  appearance. 
At  a glance  it  might  easily  be  mistaken  for 
the  one  after  which  it  was  copied.  But 
somehow  or  other,  these  coins  never  be- 
came over  popular.  Occasionally  one  turns 
up  in  some  remote  mart  in  Thibet,  or  you 
may  find  one  in  the  cabinet  of  a collector 


a few  blocks  away.  The  coin  shows  the 
portrait  of  the  Chinese  Emperor  Kwang-su, 
facing  to  left.  On  the  reverse  in  Chinese 
characters  is  The  legend  “SZE  CHUAN 
SENG  TSAO” : (Minted  in  the  Province  of 
Sze  Chuan).  Aside  from  the  rupee,  half 
and  quarter  rupees  were  struck.  The 
smaller  denominations  are  all  quite  rare.

Silver  Half  Crown  of  George  II  Copper  Chosf-  Head  or  Ant  Nose 

Struck  from  Captured  Silver  Money  of  Ancient  China 


The  word  LIMA  that  is  stamped  boldly 
on  some  of  the  coins  issued  by  George  II 
of  England,  recalls  to  mind  the  famous  trip 
around  the  world  made  by  Admiral  Anson 
in  1740-1744.  A thrilling  account  of  this 
voyage  was  written  in  1748  by  his  Chap- 
lain, Richard  Walter,  and  this  book  (often 
reprinted)  , is  still  one  of  the  best  sellers 
of  today. 

At  the  start  his  fleet  consisted  of  six 
vessels;  but  storms  and  misfortune  reduced 
this  number  to  one.  Showing  indomitable 
persevernce  he  continued  his  voyage 
spending  some  time  in  the  waters  off  South 
America  in  hopes  of  capturing  one  of  the 
richly  laden  galleons  plying  between  Mexico 
and  the  Philippines.  His  bravery  was  re- 
warded for  on  the  20th  of  June,  1743,  he 
encountered  and  captured  the  Spanish  ship 
“Nuestra  Senora  de  Cavadonga”,  laden  with 
silver  from  the  mines  of  Lima,  Peru. 

The  prize  money  earned  by  the  capture 
of  the  galleon  made  him  a rich  man  for  life. 
King  George  II,  much  pleased  with  the 
exploits  of  this  brave  sailor,  commemorated 
the  event  by  placing  the  word  “LIMA”  on 
all  the  coins  struck  from  the  captured  silver.

According  to  Chinese  tradition  this  cur- 
rency was  issued  by  Sun-siok  Ngao,  Prime 
Minister  of  Tchwang,  who  ruled  in  B.  C. 
612-589.  Because  of  their  peculiar  ap- 
pearance they  are  called  by  various  names, 
but,  as  a matter  of  fact  are  a metallic  sub- 
stitute for  cowries.  Before  the  use  of  metal 
in  China,  cowries  shells  were  more  or  less 
of  a standard  currency  and  it  would  be 
quite  natural  to  model  these  little  pieces  of 
metal  after  the  shells. 


The  pieces  we  have  on  hand  were  bought 
about  a year  ago  in  the  Thieves’  Market  at 
Peiping,  China.  They  were  taken  from 
ancient  graves  and  a few  of  the  pieces  have 
fragments  of  old  cloth  attached  to  them.

it  as  little  as  did  this  brilliant  man  During 
his  reign  there  was  constant  trouble  with 
the  barbarians  in  Germany  and  Britain.  Con- 
sidering that  he  was  forced  to  spend  much 
of  his  time  leading  his  soldiers  into  battle 
it  is  remarkable  that  he  found  time  for 
philosophical  study.  The  single  stain  of  his 
rule  is  the  persecution  of  the  Christians. 
He  remarked  in  his  writings  that  the  indif- 
ference of  the  Christians  to  death  appeared 
to  him,  as  it  also  appeared  to  Epictetus,  to 
arise  not  from  any  noble  principles,  but  from 
mere  obstinacy  and  perversity.  Marcus 
Aurelius  died  after  a brief  illness  in  Pamonia, 
in  the  year  1 80  A.  D.

Situated  in  the  South  Atlantic  Ocean, 
some  1200  miles  off  the  west  coast  of 
Africa,  is  the  little  Island  of  St.  Helena.  A 
century  ago  the  eyes  of  the  world  were 
turned  towards  St.  Helena,  for  it  was  there 
that  the  British  had  imprisoned  Napoleon 
Bonaparte  after  the  battle  of  Waterloo.  He 
was  sent  there  in  1815,  and  died  on  the 
Island,  May  21st,  1821.  During  the  period 
of  Napoleon’s  imprisonment  the  Island  of  St. 
Helena  was  strongly  fortified  by  regular 
British  troops. 


The  Portugese,  under  juan  de  Nova  Cas- 
tilla, first  discovered  this  island  in  1502. 
The  Dutch  afterwards  held  it  until  they 
were  expelled  by  the  British  in  1600.  In 
1651,  the  British  East  India  Company  settled 
there,  and  the  island  was  held  alternately 
by  Dutch  and  English  until  1673,  when 
Charles  II,  assigned  it  to  the  Company  once 
more. 

The  present  population  is  only  about 
4000.  Its  area  is  47  square  miles.  The 

first  and  only  copper  coins  for  St  Helena 
were  struck  in  1821,  the  year  Napoleon 
died  there.  Only  one  denomination,  the 
half-penny,  which  is  illustrated,  was  issued.

Under  Mustafa  Kemal,  now  known  as 
President  Ataturk,  Turkey  has  adopted  many 
modern  European  customs.

It  is  important  for  the  collector  if  he  wishes  to 
receive  the  most  amount  of  pleasure  from  his  hobby, 
that  he  proceed  upon  fairly  well  defined  lines.  In 
coin  collecting  it  is  easy  to  enjoy  oneself  without 
spending  a large  amount  of  time  and  money  on  refer- 
ence books.  There  have  been  published  innumerable 
books  on  the  subject  that  are  concise  and  easy  to 
understand.  A small  though  carefully  selected  library 
will  help  the  collector  in  knowing  and  buying  coins. 

We  have  selected  the  books  in  this  list  from  a 
wide  variety  of  numismatic  publications.  We  believe 
these  to  be  the  best  contemporaneous  works  on  the 
various  phases  of  collecting.  They  are  all  modern 
publications,  written  in  English,  by  the  foremost 
numismatists  of  modern  times.
